jthe> spring. It is not an easy matter to| 
(kill asparagus with manure. It wilt 
wtand a good deal of it, and it nepds it. 
However, it should be applied in fltm 
tpring, for the reason that, if applied) 
nn the fall, much of tho benefit thereof! 
us lost, the plant being tbon in a dor- 
mant condition. 
It is advisable, also,

Charles Babbago superintended the 
production of a set of trigouometricali 
tables in 1827 which perhaps stand nn-, 
rivaled in this respect. They were pre- 
pared for the ordnance survey of Eng-i 
Jand and Ireland, and a limited number1 
of copies, printed—it is said only thirty.] 
They consist of tables of logarithms 
and log. sines, tangents, cosmos, and; 
cantangents, to every second. Rpughlyj 
speaking, they contain* about six mil-' 
lions of figures. The proof-sheets were, 
revised by several sets of readers, and 
were carefully examined and compared' 
with other tables no less than seven, 
times. From Mr Babbage's preface,, 
we learn that alter the final steieotyp-1 
ing seven errors were found in the' 
logarithms and one in the differences. 
These being coriectoil, the stereotyped1 
sheets wore hung up in the hall at Cam-. 
bridge University, and a reward offered 
to any one who could find an inaccur-, 
aey. Since their lirst issue in 1827 no 
error has been discovered, and it'inayj 
reasonably be concluded that they arei 
absolutely correct —Chambers

A SENBiTIOiS AT LINCOLN. 


Burns Attempts to Kill O. A. 


Carpenter. 


LINCOLN, Deo. 2.—This city was again 


thrown into excitement this evening by 
another sot in the Zura Burns tragedy. 
This morning O. A. Carpenter arrived 
here from Dakota and spent moat of the 
day attending to business connected with 
the old firm ot Estin & Carpenter. This 
evening about 5 o'clock he waa sitting in 
the undertaking office of Uriah Hill, on 
Broadway street, when W. H. H. Burns, 
father of Znra, came past. He saw Car- 
penter through the window, which is a 
double show window, and walked on past 
until he could see him through the door. 
He then drew a large revolver from his 
pocket and tired at Carpenter. He then 
walked quietly around the cquare and 
went home, not waiting to see the effect 
of his shot. On the road he met James 
Primm, and told him he had killed Car- 
penter. This news spread rapidly, and 
soon the streets were filled with pedple 
anxious to see and learn what had been 
done. It was found that the bullet from 
his revolver had struck the iron door post 
in front of where Carpenter was sitting 
and had glanced off, doing no harm fur- 
ther than frightening Hill and Carpenter 
out of their boots. The latter hurriedly 
retreated into the back room, where he 
was soon joined by Col. Lynch, one of his 
attorneys at the recent trial. At this 
writing Burns has not been arrested. He 
probably will be charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon. It is amusing to 
hear the different opinions offered on this 
point. Some say he should be arrested 
at once, some say he will not be, and oth- 
ers go so far as to say had he killed Car- 
penter he would never have been convict- 
ed for it.- One man said: "Well, I don't 
want him to shoot the post. I want him 
to shoot Carpenter." It is thought the 
old man's mind is unbalanced through the 
great trouble he has experienced. Last 
summer, before Carpenter left here, Mr. 
Burns was seen watching for him and 
carrying a shot-gun, saying he would kill 
him. 
He came near shooting T. T. Beach 


at one time, mistaking him for Carpenter.

THE 'WABASH ROAD. 


A Review of Its Condition in Illinois. 


Speaking ot the various railways the 


Globe-Democrat says: 


The Wabash road has improved won- 


derfully in the hands of the receivers. 
Under the management of Col. Talmage 
every mile of track used for express ser- 
vice has been drained, elevated, ballasted, 
and so improved that it will compare 
favorably with the older and more profit- 
able lines. Between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago the roadway is almost perfect, and 
trains run rapidly when required to make 
up lost time without any of that jarring 
or oscillation which terrifies the timid 
traveler, and with such smooth, easy mo- 
tion that only the experienced patron can 
detect the increased speed. 'Toward Kan- 
sas City and westward to Council Blrjlls 
the road has been put m excellent trim, 
and the rare occurrence of accidents in 
spite of the doubled traffic speaks in 
silent praise of the head which ordered 
these improvements. 
It is in Illinois, 


however, where the most impwtant 
changes have occurred, and even the un- 
skilled eye of the countryman can note 
the steady progress in every direction. 
Iron bridges have been strengthened, cul- 
verts improved, cattle-guarda renewed, 
cute widened, old bridges replaced, and 
heavy steel laid wherever weakness was 
possible. Fuel sheds and water tanks 
have also been looked after and changes 
have been effected.whever a saving in 
time could be made. In the bottom lands 
ot Madison county where a year ago pas- 
sengers dreaded a shaking up when a tri- 
fle late, the track is as smooth as glass 
and engineers going north take a delight 
in speeding down 
the eighteen-mile 


stretch from East St. Louis to Nameoki, 
where the tracks of the Bee Line, Chicago 
and Alton, and Burlington are parallel, 
and the thermometer is very low when 
the Wabash does not overtake and pass 
all rivals. Fences are badly needed at 
muny'points and siuce tbe roadbed has 
been improved the management will 
probably give iome attention to this 
work. 


The Wabash has lately accomplished 


much for Decatur and will do more in the 
future. The offices of 8upt. Armstrong 
and Assistant Hurd are now located here, 
and there is a likelihood that very soon 
other department officials will make their 
homes in Decatur, in which case Mr- 
Armstrong will be compelled to secure 
larger quarters for his office. He now has 
seven rooms, all crowded, connected with 
which are 17 telegraph wires, communi- 
cating direct with all stations on the vari- 
ons branches of the Wabash. The corn- 
pan} is now putting up a large freight 
house on the commons, south of the first 
ward fchool bouse. Sections of shops 
have already been brought here, and it in 
possible that within a >mr tbe big shops 
at Toledo will be bioiight to Decatrtr. 
That matter is now being considered and 
will be decided by General Manager Tal- 
mage.
